diet with any measure of accuracy 
what 1034 will hold for the automo¬ 
bile Industry. One thing, however, 
appears reasonably ears—!.e* that the 
demand for new care next year will 
at least ha above the LOQO.OOO ma¬ 
chine mark. 

Accepting the trade's estimate that 
the life of the average ear la seven 
years, the replacements d e ma nd for 
automobiles next year alone would 
aggregate 1,100,000 machines (ths 
1917 output >. This means that an 
original demand for only 900.000 care 
would be necessary to swell the total 
to the 3.000,000 ear mark. 

In short, we am unable to dlaoover 
anything disconcerting about either 
the near or the longer term prospects 
for the automobile trade as a whole. 
The volume of sales should at least 
compare favorably with that of any 
recent year mve the current one, and 
providing the expansion programmes 
planned for 1994 by a numbering of 


under 290.000 cars. 

At this time, however, there Is every 
reason for expecting a total of 1013 
output in exceas of 1.290.000 cars. To 
establish this total the Industry would 
have to produtjp^only about 137.500 
cars a month for the next four 
montha In view of the growing pop T 
ularlty of the dosed automobile, de¬ 
mand during the Fall and Winter 
months undoubtedly will be suffi¬ 
ciently strong to warrant this volume 
of production. 

Although some reports of a slack¬ 
ening In business are now being 
heard, there have as yet appeared no 
really Important signs of a weaken¬ 
ing in the automobile sales structure, 
rrban buying particularly Is holding 
up well under the stimulus of new

Present Indications are that sales 
will hold up relatively well for the 
balance of 19f3. and that the year's 
total volujne of cars produced and 
marketed will reach at least S.299.944.

Formerly the Council insisted on 
the householder taking a new statu¬ 
tory declaration annually, as well as 
paying the road lax. The present 
procedure has been to retain house¬ 
holders on the list when a record of 
payment of the tax has been made i 
to the city hall by the tax collector 

City Clerk Bradley, in whose du¬ 
ties the official preparation of the list I 
lies, pointed out to the Council that 1 
the householders represented s class 
of migrants in many cases. It was 
difficult to be sure that s man who 
was registered at some address in 
the city when employed by one firm 
was the same man who was regis¬ 
tered at another address next year as 
the employee of another business 
Arm. He told the aldermen It was 
impossible to have a clean list - under 
present conditions, and foresaw that 
It would be worse now with the poll 
tax to be paid as well as the road tax.

residence.
